I. be carried on in relation to the 
meaning of the word “liberal.” 
He can unite so far as it is 
necessary to surrender the funda¬ 
mental doctrines of oar religion. 
We can unite on all efforts to ele¬ 
vate humanity, and for the over¬ 
throw of all evils; We can unite 
on Thanksgiving, etc. 

Bro. Holt can not unite in di¬ 
rect religious work with those 
churches whose views are essen¬ 
tially opposed to those of our own 
denomination. He does not feel at 
liberty to exchange with the pas¬ 
tor of an unevangelical church, 
without first of all explaining pub¬ 
licly to what extent he agrees 
with the doctrinal opinions of him 
with whom he exchanges. 

Bro. Corey thinks that some 
of the so-called liberals were fear¬ 
fully wrong in theology, but wore 
right in heart. He can ex¬ 
change with the TJniversalist, who 
believes in the atonement of Jesus 
and his essential deity and the 
salvation through faith.

TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 

Bov. A. T. Craig of Berlin, N. IL, 
led the devotional service. 

The committee on nomination 
recommended the following officers

The exercises commemorative of 
the centennial anniversary of the 
first Methodist preaching were 
then entered upon. Bev. A. Ham¬ 
ilton read the following paper on 
the “History of Methodism in 
Bethel.” 

Early in the year 1798, Nicholas 
Snethen, who was stationed on 
Portland circuit, came to Bethel 
and preached a few times. He was 
of Welch extraction, converted in 
1791, and five years later was or¬ 
dained and came to Maine as the 
associate of Bev. J. Finnegan, Dur¬ 
ing the sam#year, John Martin, a 
local preacher, held a few meetings 
in this town. At the request of 
the people, he induced the Bev. 
Joshua Taylor, then Presiding 
Elder, to visit them. This he did 
with much satisfaction; for he 
says, “There seemed to be some 
tenderness among a few of the con¬ 
gregation.” After' this, in com¬ 
pany with Bro. Martin, he visited, 
them several times. During that 
winter, they were connected with 
the Portland Circuit, and had 
preaching once a fortnight by the 
circuit preachers, the Bevs. T. 
Merritt, J. Baker, J. Soule, and J. 
Merrick. There was some awaken¬ 
ing, but of no great magnitude un¬ 
til a preacher was stationed among 
them. The people requested a 
preacher, and as the prospect 
seemed good, one was sent at the 
close of the year 1799. 

In the spring ‘of the year 1800, 
Bev. Joseph Baker came and stayed 
with the people. The Conference 
was held in July that year at 
Lynn, and he was appointed 
preacher in charge of Bethel and 
Bumford. The first society was 
organized in September of the same 
year, consisting of fourteen mem¬ 
bers. At the opening of the follow¬ 
ing year, many were converted and 
they were greatly encouraged. 
Allen’s history of Methodism in 
Maine states that “Bethel circuit 
included at first, Bethel, Hanover, 
Bumford, Gilead, Mason, Andover, 
Poru, Hamlin’s Gore, and an un¬ 
defined region farther north.” In 
1832, Bumford circuit was set off. 
Afterwards other circuits and sta¬ 
tions were formed, making at least 
a half-dozen separate charges out 
of what was once the old Bethel 
circuit. 

i The first Methodist house of wor¬ 
ship was built at Dustan’s Ferry, 
East Bethel, about, 1811. This 
; was finished on the outside dur¬ 
ing the ministry of the Bev. Ca¬ 
leb Fuller in 1828. A stove was 
then put in. For fourteen years 
the' worshippers had to depend on 
the fervor of the preacher, or the 
fire in their own hearts, or possi¬ 
ble on warming pans, to keep them 
warm in cold weather. Ethan 
Ellis gives the following .descrip¬ 
tion of the building: “No part of 
the house was ever painted. The 


foundation was of rough stones 
dug from the ground near the 
building. The church contained 
forty-eight pews, numbered with 
chalk upon the pew doors. Sing¬ 
ers seats each side of the door, 
raised about three feet, with panel 
work in front, and doors same as 
pews. The pulpit was at the 
other end, raised about five feet, 
finished all round with high panel 
work, and a door. secured with a 
wooden button. This building 
was struck with lightening once 
during a service, when a Mrs. 
Magill was killed and several oth¬ 
ers prostrated. This house was 
sold, taken down,removed to Han¬ 
over village and is now used for a 
furniture shop. The first class- 
leader was Nathaniel Segurs. He 
was one or the first settlers in 
Bethel. Daring an Indian raid 
he was taken captive and carried 
by them to Canada. The story of 
his captivity and sufferings was 
publ ished in pamphlet form. He 
maintained his Christian integ¬ 
rity until the close of life. He 
died in 1848 at the advanced age of 
93. Another church was built at 
Locke’s Corner. This also was re¬ 
moved and remodeled. It is used 
for worship at Newry Corner. 
Duringthe pastorate of Bev. E. 
Davies in 1859. 1860, a neat and 

convenient church was erected at 
Bethol Hill at a cost of $3,000. 
This edifice was destroyed by a cy¬ 
clone on the 18th of September 
1891. The immense steeple, yield¬ 
ing to the fury of the tempest, fell 
with a tremendous crash full 
length of the church. The church 
organ and almost every pew were 
completely wrecked. The bell fell 
to the first floor. Every thing 
went down but the walls. Had it 
been an hour later, the results 
might have been awful, as the re¬ 
gular prayer-meeting would, have 
been in progress. Death or in¬ 
jury would have come to nearly 
all, since every pew but six was 
smashed to pieces. At first the 
society was greatly disheartened, 
and for nearly three months noth¬ 
ing was done to rebuild. Bat in 
December, their courage rose and 
they resolved to at once arise and 
build. Before the next Conference 
$1,350 was expended. The Board 
of Church Extension made a do¬ 
nation of $200. Tersons from the 
other denominations made gener¬ 
ous contributions. 

-The Universalists kindly offered 
the use of their church. Besides 
the cash subscriptions, friends 
gave an organ, a chandelier, furni¬ 
ture, etc. The pastor, Bev. B. F. 
Fickett, labored with great zeal and 
tact. He had the hearty co-opera- 
tion of the people. Much praise is 
due to the chairman of the build¬ 
ing committee, Calvin Bisbee, 
whose time, strength, business 
ability, and practical experience, 
as well as his means, were put into 
the enterprise. He was mnch 
helped by John S. Swan, who for 
years has been a loyal and devoted 
member, ever ready to aid by word 
and deed. The new structure was 
built upon a new and approved 
plan, drawn by architect Elmer 
Thomas of Auburn. The church 
is commodious, convenient, and 
beautiful, well worth $4,000. It 
was dedicated Feb. 14,1893, free of 
debt. 

Thus from a small beginning 
this society has gone on to its pres¬ 
ent strength and success. There 
have been many years when the 
prospect looked dark and the future 
uncertain, but having been blessed 
with an able ministry and faithful 
members, a good degree of pros¬ 
perity has been enjoyed. Exten¬ 
sive revivals have occurred at dif¬ 
ferent times, notably in 1828 and 
and 1829 when about 200 were con¬ 
verted under the labors of the Bev. 
C. Fuller and Bev. I. Downing. 
The names of many of the preach¬ 
ers, who were appointed to this 
circuit in their early ministry, 
have become widely known. Some 
have been presiding elders. Of 
these, the Bev. A. "VV. Pottle and 
Bev. J. B. Lapham are In the 
active work. One, the Bev. Joshua 
Soule, was made a bishop. The 
church is now hopeful, and is to 
be congratulated on the delightful 
spirit of harmony and enterprise 
that prevails. Its young people 
are loyal, spiritual, and earnest 
workers for Christ.

Battleship Maine Blown Up. 

The battleship, Maine, was 
blown up iast night at 9:40 as she 
lay in Havana harbor. She was 
totally destroyed and many 
of her crew were killed and 
wounded. As yet the cause 
of the explosion Is not appar¬ 
ent and Capt. Sigsbee suggests 
that public opinion should be sus¬ 
pended until further report.

The Span¬ 
ish officers express their sympathy 
and have received orders to assist 
the Maine’s crew in every way pos¬ 
sible. The wounded are receiving 
cSreful attention as they are 
brought on shore. At 11 : 30 p. m. 
the ship was in flames.

Dear Mr. Editor: 

I have been reading your letter 
in the Bethel News of Jan. 19th, 
and I think you are giving the 
children a good chance to express 
their thoughts. 

The quotation that you wished 
us to find the author of, is taken 
from Whittier’s Snow-Bound, and 
the maiden you speak of raking' 
hay is Maud Muller, written by 
the same author, J. G. Whittier, 
who was born at Haverill/ Mass., 
on the 17th of Dec. 1807 and died at 
Hampton Falls, N. H., on his 
eighty-fourth birthday. 

I think any one who lives in 
this part of Maine can appreciate 
the description the poet gives of a 
winter snow storm especially at 
this time of the year. The part of 
Snow-Bound I like best is the 
twelve lines commencing: 

“Yet love will dream and faith will 
trust. 

Since He who knows our need is 
just. 

That somehow, somewhere, meet we 
must.” 

I think that as so many boys 
and girls will write about Whit¬ 
tier that I will tell you what my 
favorite poem and story is. The" 
poem I like best is Macauley’s 
“Horatius at the Bridge,” and the 
best story I have 'read is “David 
Copperfield,” by Charles Dickens. 

Charles Dickens was born at 
Portsmouth, England, Feb. 7th, 
1812. His first teacher was his 
motherwho taught him to read. 
The first of his school years, he 
was not well and strong so he 
could not join his school-mates in 
their games, he spent his play 
hours in reading books by the 
best authors. Soon after Charles 
was nine years old his father 
moved to London. His father lost 
what little money he had and 
Charles had to go to work In a 
blacking factory. How hard it 
must have been for him to leave 
his school and work in a smoky 
factory. The boy’s father being 
’unable to pay bis debts was sent 
to the debtors’ prison soon after 
his son went to work. But a leg¬ 
acy was left to Mr. Dickens, and 
the future author was , able to 
leave his disagreable work and 
resume his duties at school. 

As he grew older, he- showed 
great talent for story writing and 
wrote for a magazine. Many * of 
his stories were- played on the 
stage. He made two visits to 
this country where he met with 
the heartiest reception. He was 
said to be the most popular au¬ 
thor of his day. “No other writer 
has ever equaled Dickens in draw¬ 
ing pictures of life whose truth¬ 
fulness can be so readily recog¬ 
nized. His best works are thought 
to he David Copperfieid, Nicholas 
Nickleby, and the Pickwick Pa* 
pers.” Dickens died on the 9/}h of 
June, 1870, in bis home at Gads- 
hill and lies buried among Eng¬ 
land’s honored dead in ‘Westmins- 
terAbbey. Wreaths of flowers 
are placed by his fond admirers 
many times every year upon the 
stone that marks his burial place 
in the old Abbey.

Mrs. H— informed 
iis that so many consumptives vis¬ 
ited them, and would kiss the 
children that they found it necess¬ 
ary to put up the sign. There are 
25 children hero, from little tots 
that cannot walk to elevefi or 
twelve years of age. They bring 
them up, educate them, train 
them in the Eaithist religion, and 
they are supposed in timeto be 
able to do the work. 

Off from the play-room are the 
rooms for the little ones and the 
bath rooms; the older children 
take a bath every night, the little 
ones every morning. In one room 
were nine little ones too young to 
walk, but tbey seemed as bappy 
as need be, playing around. All 
the children keep regular hours, 
both as regard food and sleep. 

The older ones were just at din¬ 
ner as we went in and it was with 
some curiosity that I viewed their 
repast for they are vegetarians— 
many of the children'have never 
seen meat. Their repast consisted 
of soup made from cereals, pota¬ 
toes, dumplings, turnips, and 
bread without butter; tbey are all 
fleshy and healthy looking. The 
older children have a governess in 
the morning. 

From Shalam we drove down to 
Levitica; there was nothing in par¬ 
ticular to see here only the big res¬ 
ervoir. Earth contained nothing 
we cared to see, so we drove home 
well satisfied with our trip to 
Shalam. 

Be their religion what it may, 
they are certainly doing a great 
work for those children.

i Oas of the Adventures of Col. Baker in ’ 
1 the Civil War. 


D URING the time when the army of 
the Potomac was gathered about 
Washington, learning the art of war, a 
confederate scout by the name of Mar¬ 
shall, known familiarly as Tom Mar¬ 
shall, himself well know by his success 
in penetrating the union lines, was com¬ 
mitting depredations, and obtaining 
information of our movements for the 
use of the south. His exploits in this 
capacity were of the most audacious 
character, and every effort that had been 
made toward his capture had signally 
failed. Various ingenious plans had 
been laid to circumvent him, but be had 
baffled all such attempts by his own. 
cunning and courage. He would very 
frequently come into the heart of Wash¬ 
ington in open daylight, leave some in¬ 
dubitable evidence of his presence, and 
escape just in time to do so-with safety; 
having, in some mysterious manner, 
gone back and forth through our lines 
and so disguised himself that his iden¬ 
tity had not for a moment been sus¬ 
pected. 

Col. Baker, who had heard much of 
the doings of this scout, was one day 
listening to a recital of one of his fear¬ 
less adventures of the day before in en¬ 
tering Washington. 

When the story was told Col. Baker 
said: 

“If Tom Marshall can get into Wash¬ 
ington and go hack to Berk’s Station*I 
can go to Berk’s Station and bring Tom 
Marshall with me to Washington.” 

Col. Baker got upon his horse and 
rode down in Virginia. The army ex¬ 
tended across Ball’s Cross Roads, and 
some distance down the Leesburg rail¬ 
road. Gen. Blenker’s forces were at 
the outskirts doing picket duty. Berk’s 
Station was 12 miles from Alexandria, 
and it was from this place thatMarshall 
was known most frequently to come. 
Ilis house was only a short distance out 
into the confederate country. The 
southerners were running the cars’ as 
far as Berk’s Station, and had a tele¬ 
graph office there in the depot. Ool. 
Baker passed om horseback through 
federal pickets with no very great dif¬ 
ficulty, and rode on to a grove of pines 
within about two miles of Berk’s Sta¬ 
tion, - and between the pickets of the 
two armies. He then put on a confed¬ 
erate jacket and a slouched hatSvbich 
partly concealed his face. He was ef¬ 
fectually disguised, and had the general 
appearance of a confederate soldier. 
He tied his horse to a tree in a dense 
forest of pines, and walked deliberately 
into the village. He strolled leisurely 
into the railroad depot and listened to 
the conversation of the people around 
about. There were about 1,200 south¬ 
ern troops In the vicinity, and numbers 
of these were lounging about the place. 

The colonel entered into conversation 
with one of the confederates, who said 
his name was Jo, and went with the sol¬ 
dier upstairs to the telegraph office, 
which was in the second story of the 
building. The room was full of southern 
officers and soldiers, and the colonel 
was not noticed except as one of them. 

He had been there about half an hour, 
when, happening to be near the tele¬ 
graph apparatus, which was in one cor¬ 
ner of the room, he heard the operator 
call out: 

“Where is 1 Capt. Ritchie?” 

The captain came forward, and the 
operator handed him a dispatch. He 
glanced over it a moment, and then 
called the attention of the soldiers pres¬ 
ent while he read it to them. They 
pressed forward to hear it—Col. Baker 
among the rest. It was a dispatch from 
the provost marshal at Manassas, stat¬ 
ing that information had been received 
that a northern spy had passed through 
the lines and was supposed to be at or 
near Berk’s Station. A full, though not 
very accurate description of Col. Baker 
was given, and every effort was urged 
for his capture. 

“We’ll get Tom Marshall out,” said 
one of the soldiers, “and he can find 
the Yankee if anybody can.” 

Col. Baker took his cue from this. 
He caught Jo by the shoulder and 
looked as though he thought of some¬ 
thing important. 

“I’ll bet; anything,” said he. “that I 
know where that fellow is. As I was 
out near the line I saw a man sneaking 
among the pines who answers this de¬ 
scription, I didn’t think anything of it 
at ‘the time, but now I call it to mind, 
that must be the very spy they are 
watching for.” 

“Let’s go after him,” said Jo. 

“He must be pretty well armed,” said 
Col. Baker. “Suppose we t get Tom Mar¬ 
shal to go along with us.” 

“That’s just the ida-a^said Jo. 

Col, Baker went part of the way to 
Marshall’s house and sent Jo onto oall 
him out-. Marshall was at home, and 
had heard from some soldiers who had 
just stopped at his house that- search 
was being made for a spy. When Jo 
told him that there was a mam outside 
who had seen the Yankee his spirit of 
adventure took possession of him, and 
buckling on the belt containing his six- 
shooter he came out and met Qol. 
Baker. 

The latter greeted him as though he 
knew him, and gave him minute partic¬ 
ulars of where he had seen thesupected 
person he had mentioned to Jo, and ex¬ 
plained wherein the description coin¬ 
cided. He was careful to color the de¬ 
scription a little differently- from that 
which was read at the station, lestMar- 
shall might notice that his informant 
answered it rather closely. 

They took their way across the fields, 
nearly in the direction of Col. Bilker’s 
•horse—Marshall very vigilant to all 
that was going on about him, and Col. 
Baker, though apparently watchful for 
the Yankee spy, busily occupied with 
plan’s for Marshall’s capture. 

Marshall was a stalwart man nearly 
six feet high, weighing perhaps 180 
pounds, and was a fine, bold-looking 
fellow. Col. Baker had a perilous work 
before him. Marshall was dexterous 
and powerful, not easily taken una¬ 
wares,and was a match In courage and 
cunning for any man in the world. Be¬ 
sides, Jo stood ready to assist him at 
any moment* “Jo must be got rid of,” 
thought Col. Baker. 

When they were within half a mile of 
the outermost picket, Col. Baker 
stopped and felt-in his pocket, as though 
he had forgotten something. 

“By the way,” said he, “I have not got 
much ammunition, Jo, will you run 
down to the picket headquarters and 
bring up some cartridges?” 

“Yes, sir,” said Jo. “I’ll go back in a 
twinkling.” 

Col. Baker and Marshall were alone 
together. They walked slowly up 
among the pines. The undergrowth, in 
some places, was very thick, and the 
pines almost as close together as they 
could stand* 

“We’ll go into the open space beyond 
here, if you say so,” said Col. Baker, 
“and wait there for Jo.” 

They were beyond the rebel picket 
lines and were getting quite near the 
horse. 

“If the fellow had a horse,” said Mar¬ 
shall, “he’s left him somewhere here in 
the pines.” 

“That’s what I think,” said Col. Ba- 


They got into the opening and were 
walking side by side. Marshall’s pistol 
was in his belt, handy and ready for 
use. Col. Baker had his also in his belt. 
He stepped a little behind his com¬ 
panion, pulled his own pistol quietly 
from his pocket and cocked it without 
attracting notice. He then seized Mar¬ 
shall quickly and firmly by the collar 
with the left hand, and, with the right 
pressed the pistol to theside of his head. 

“One word from you,” said he, in low, 
quick tones, “andyou are a dead man!” 

Marshall turned his head a little and 
saw Col. Baker’s finger on the trigger 
of a cocked pistol. 

“If you make a movement to escape,” 
said Col. Baker, “I shall shoot you! I 
am the man you are looking for, and 
you have found me! You are my pris¬ 
oner!” 

Marshall, with the hand behind him 
on his collar and the pistol at the side 
of his head, was marched to the place 
where the horse was standing. He 
knew his own weakness, unarmed as he 
was, and he was fully convinced that 
his only altemativeswerecompleteobe- 
dlence to the Yankee scout or certain 
death. 

“Now,” said Col. Raker, releasing his 
hold of the collar, “unhitch the horse 
and get on. Your hands and feet are 
free, but be very careful of your move¬ 
ments. I shall either captxire you or kill 
you—I have not much choice between 
the two—you can take yours.” 

Marshall got on the horse. Col. Ba¬ 
ker took the bridle reins in bis hand and 
started toward the federal lines, lead¬ 
ing the horse and always covering Mar¬ 
shall with his pistol. 

All had been done very swiftly, for 
Col. Baker, fearful of the return of Jo, 
or of the appearance of some stray 
picket, had urged the necessity of haste 
upon the prisoner. “Quick, now!” said 
he. “If we are interrupted, I shall shoot 
you before I run.” 

They reached our picket lines and Col. 
Baker shouted to a sentinel, explaining 
whahewas. The man was one of Blen¬ 
ker’s men, who did not understand one 
word. He shot his musket at them and 
retreated slowly. Col. Baker and Mar¬ 
shall both wore confederate jackets, 
which were not calculated to inspire 
confidence in union soldiers. 

Col. Baker moved further along the 
line and shouted again. He was an¬ 
swered by three shots, which came whiz¬ 
zing rather close. He did not lose Ms 
pistol range of Marshall. The firing 
created alarm in the camp, and in a min¬ 
ute or two, as far as could be heard, the- 
soldiers were blowing their bugles, and 
rousing the troops with the expecta¬ 
tion of an attack from the enemy. Col. 
Baker spolce to his horse and started 
on a run. Every sentinel spoken to ran 
with the report of the approach of the 
enemy in force, increasing the tumult 
among the camps. He was obliged to 
take refuge in the bush, through which 
he led the horse for some time. He 
ventured out a second time and was 
then successful. He had found a man 
who understood English, and, after con¬ 
siderable parley, he was allowed to 
bring his prisoner within the lines. He 
went to Washington and had the satis¬ 
faction of putting the famous Tom Mar¬ 
shall into the Old Capitol "prison. 

Marshall remained a prisoner for a 
considerable time, and used sometimes 
to relate the story of his capture, giving 
Col. Baker full credit for outwitting 
him. He was finally exchanged for a 
federal prisoner of considerable rank 
and again renewed his tricks between 
Washington and Richmond. 

One day Marshall, when out on a 
scout, entered the house of an ardent 
confederate and was invited to partake 
of some “apple-jack.” Marshall had 
contracted a failing for liquor, and as 
this beverage was very good, and as his 
entertainer was very sociable, hestayed 
longer than he intended and took more 
drink than was prudent. About this 
time Kilpatrick’s cavalry got track of 
him, and followed him to the .house. 
They surrounded it and called on him 
to surrender. He was incautious and 
defiant and refused. He drew his pistol 
and was about to fire when one of the 
cavalrymen shot him dead. 

If Tom Marshall had lived to write 
Ms experiences as a scout he could.have 
given the public a narrative so inter¬ 
esting and stirring that it would have 
been read with eagerness hy the whole 
country. A man who could pass 
through the northern lines, enter the 
city of Washington, and, after a phan¬ 
tom-like visit, leave the city and wend 
his way quietly back to the cbnf ederate 
side was a character most difficult to 
be found when the needs of warfare 
call for such a person.—-N. Y. Ledger.

CHINESE LAUNDRY TICKETS. 

A Queer System of Marking Bundles ol 
Washing:. 

The Chinese washermen have a sys¬ 
tem of ticketing a bundle of soiled 
clothes based on the many gods and 
goddesses of the laundry. Though it 
is complicated, the latmdryman seldom 
delivers a bundle of washed clothes to 
the, wrong person. 

Furthermore, if the ticket is lost the 
chances are that you will not get your 
linen unless you are a particular friend 
of the proprietor. Instances are on 
record where an American has gone to 
court to force the Chinese to yield up 
the washing, but the judge was not 
convinced that the case of the white 
man was a good One. ' 

The Chinese laundry man at the be. 
ginning of each week makes out a batch 
of checks, in duplicate, to he used as 
wash tickets. He selects the name of 

a 

some god or goddess, or of some object 
as the sun, the moon, or the stars. To 
this name he prefixes a number, as 
“Moon, No. 1,” “Moon, No. 2, v nnd so on. 

In the space between the two legends 
—for the signs are repeated twice—he 
has his own name, as, for instance, 
“Wah Lee.” 

When a customer takes a bundle of 
washing to the laundry, the Chinese, 
first tearing a ticket in two in ragged 
fashion, puts one-half on the packet 
for reference; the other half he gives 
as a receipt to the person who ha? 
brought the package of laundry. 

It must be presented when the laun¬ 
dry is demanded, and no fears need he 
entertained that the package of clean 
'clothes will not he forthcoming, for 
they are scrupulously exact in these 
matters.
